REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior 
art of record does not teach or suggest an electric wire consisting of a core 
composed of copper and having a cylindrical wire shape and able to continually 
conduct a current longitudinally along the length of the cylindrical wire shape, the 
outer surface of the copper core being covered in a layer of alloy consisting of tin, 
antimony and copper through dipping in a bath of molten alloy consisting of tin, 
antimony and copper (re claims 1,11 and 1 8).
